Agttinst the Mosquito 


The eternal mosquito is particularly 


large and pesky this year. 
The wet 


summer along tho Atlantic coast breeds 
it by the millions and billions. The 
pest semi's far worse :hau it was a few 
years ago. 


Now, however, science has taken hold 


of its case and is exparimentmg to see 
if it caunot be got rid of. It certainly 
ran be. Then- never was an evil that 
there wns not a remedy for. The haunts 
of the mosquito are in marshy, swampy 
ground and moist lands covered with 
nudergro\\ th. The obvious remedy and 
the nicst effective is to drain and clear 
up all such regions. Drainage of swampa 
and marshes ami the destruction of de- 
caying vegetation hare done swj»y with 
malaria in many parts of the country. 
The same process will destroy perma- 
nently the mosquito. If any plan could 
be devised for draining and drying the 
so called " Jersey flats" and the marshes 
along the, Atlantic ccost, the stinging 
little insect, that takes away so much of 
tbe pleasure of the summer would be no 
more. It has been found that exactly in 
proportion as the lands have been drain- 
ed and dried tbe nuisance has been 
•bated.

Temperature Gradients. 


In connection with his geological 


and cosmological investigations Pro- 
fessor Clarence Kiag has construct- 
ed a series of temperature gradients, 
as they are termed—that is, tables 
with tliagrainatie representations of 
temperature and pressure from the 
surface to the center of the earth. 
He finds that, while there is really a 
very slight change of temperature 
from the surf act- to the center below 
a certain superficial depth, the pres- 
sure augments with one downward 
sweep to the center. Thus it passes 
1,741 degrees-at 175,000 atmospheres, 
thence steadily augmenting until at 
the cent-cr it reaches over 3,000,000 
atmospheres' pressures. It appears, 
therefore, that the empire of heat 
over pressure is confined only to the 
superficial layer of the earth, that of 
pressure over heat being^oot far be- 
low tbo surf ace and increasing stead- 
ily downward to tbe center. The 
temperature of the earth, as a globe, 
according to Professor King's inves- 
tigationsViiever exceeded 5,000 de- 
grees C., and tbe central portions are 
inado up of very dense substances, 
such as metals and their compounds.

him in the estimation of his fellow 
priests- Since that day be has been 
made an archbishop in anticipation of 
his coining tc the United States to rep- 
re~en£ and exercise she full authority of 
the pope and of i3ie church here. The 
ceremony of consecrating him as arch- 
bishop was performed on Sunday, Acg. 
23, at the Chnrcti of St. Angasrine, in 
Rome, and it was condncted by Cardi- 
nal Rampolla, papal secretary of state. 
It is understood that Archbishop Mftr- 
tiaelli will not resign his office as head 
of the Augustiniaa.order, but that he 
•will continue to bold it and exercise its 
powers while ha is ia America through 
a deputy. 


Archbishop Marrinelli is looted upon 


by tho well informed men of the 
chnrch both here and abroad as -well 
fitted in every way to succeed Cardinal 
SatolJi as apostolic delegate to the Uaic- 
ed States. He is described as learned, 
kindly and esceeaiagly earnest and 
feeling in the highest degree the full 
responsibilitiea of each place •which he 
is called upon to fill. It is said that 
•when his comrades went to inform him 
that he had been elected prior general 
of his order, ia the fall of 1S89, they 
focnd him like one overburdened with 
sorrow, and in response to their con 
gratnlasions he returned but a sad 
smile. He has joss armed his forty- 
eighth year and speaks English \vell. 
He is the ninety -math prior general of 
the Aagustinianft, whose organization 
reaches back to the year 1254 The or- 
der at; one time was very strong in Eng- 
land. Its members were known as the 
Black Friars and th& Austin Friars, and 
one branch of them, who had taken a 
vow to wear no shoes, were called the 
Barefooted rnars. Archbishop Marti' 
nelli belongs to the branch of the order 
which covers its feet, ana it is from that 
branch, that the prior general is always 
chosen. IB is not a strong order today, 
and its head was littlu tnown, except in 
church circles, outside of Homo, and 
Archbishop Martinelli's appointment to 
succeed Cardinal Satolli was a surprise 
to a great many persons. 


Archbishop Maifcineili was born at 


Borgo St. Anna, near Lncca, Italy, en 
Aug. 20, 1848, He is a brother of the 
late Cardinal Tomaso Mana 3Iartinel- 
li, who was also an Augustinian, and 
was prominent enough in the church to 
have been looked upoaas a possible can- 
didate for the papacy during the sit- 
ting of the conclave which finally elect 
ed .Leo XIII. 


Sebasiiaao MartinelliCentered the Au- 


gustinian order when iie was 15 years 
old, on Dec. S, 1863, became a monk on 
Jan. 6, 1865, and -was urdained to the 
priesthood on March 4, 1871. During 
his earlier years in the .order he was a 
teacher at the convent and college ol 
the Irish .Augustinians at their house 
of Santa Maria Poaterula, on the banks 
of the Tibtr, at Rome. It was there 
that he learned to read and speak Eng- 
lish. His brother, the cardinal, also 
lived at this house. 


The general officers of the Aiignstin- 


iana are chosen by election at genera] 
chapters of the order, which meet every 
sixth year. Archbishop Martmelli h 
been neither a prior nor a provincial of 
the order when, m 1SS9, he w:is elected 
to its highest office. His administration 
was a satisfactory oue, and in 1&93 ht. 
was re-elected for another six year term. 
It was on June 14, 1604, during his first 
senn .as prior gt-nerai, that np iut Kouie 
to visit this country. 
He spent about 


three months here, visiting the houses 
of the order in the United Statue. He 
was entertained in tbif city for a day or 
two by Archbishop Oorrigan, and from 
iiere he wen!; to the headquarters of the 
AngnstiKifOH, afc Bryn Mawr, near Phil- 
adelphia. Ifc is said that wbon the office 
of apostolic 'Usli-gate was fii.it offered to 
hins he declined it, and that when it 
•Was offered a second time he still re- 
fused the h«nor. and he dirt not acce-pt 
th« appointment until the pope called 
upon him to «i:ca:ciise the virtoo of obe- 
dienw and tttto? the place as a, duty to 
the church. —T3*w York Snn.

Commerce, which everybody thought 
would be able t3 weather the wave of 
distrust and suspicion which the recent 
wreck of the American National bank 
caused, was compelled to close its doors.

In 
that year several prominent business 
meii got together and deeming that the 
banking facilities of New Orleans were 
insufficient made up their minds to 
remedy the defect as much as possible, 
and the Bank of Commerce was the re- 
sult. The plan of the institution was 
to do a general banking business in 
such a vray as to furnish accommoda- 
tion to all classes of patrons, from men 
of millions to a wage earner, and also 
to do a general collecting business. It 
found a~fruirful field before it und its 
success had been such as to justify the 
highest hope of its founders. 
At 1 :SO p. m. there was a lively run

into line before the paying teller's win- 
dow. 
So many people were in line that 
it extended clear into the streets.

But, as 
usual when danger has been averted 
and the victorv secured, gold swag- 
gers to the front and asserts the su 
premacy. But silver is the mdney 
of the people. It is the money of 
wages and retail. Its tendency is 
toward diffusion and dissemination. 
It enters into the minute concern of 
traffic and is exchanged day by day 
for daily bread, it penetrates the 
remotest channels of commerce, and 
its abundance, bulk and snail sub- 
division prevent its deportation in 
sufficient amount to disturb or un 
settle values. If it retires at the 
approach of danger or from the pres- 
ence of an inferior currency, it still 
remains at home ready to respond to 
the first summons for its return."

Even this eminent champion of the 


money power is seldom compelled to eo 
squirm and vrriggle to dispose of a 
"financial fallacy." And yet he cannot 
get away from the " banks and bank ac- 
positors," while his point is "that debts 
are of infijiitft variety as to ntuoniit and 
duration." So tliey are, and the point 
is likewise that the chief injustice of a 
Qnrrency that ia steadily rising in value 
is not from debts made and discharged 
in a few days, but in those that have 
been running as many years, the injus- 
tice being just 365 times greater to a 
debtor of ;i year's duration than to that 
of a day's duration.

from Denmark uf tin-link' ishuiti of St. 
Thomus it; the West Indian waters.

Denmark bas three little islands in a 


group, St. Thomas, St. John, and Santa 
Cruz. She would willingly sell thorn 
any day to the United States. They are 
an expense to her. 
They would alfo t>e 


an expense to the United States, much 
tho same as Port Monroe and other 
military and naval stations are an ex- 
pense. But Denmark does not need tie 
little islands in the West Indies. Tho 
United States does, if we arc to main- 
tain ourselves as a naval power. We 
need a coaling station for our ships in 
the West Indies. The acquisition of the 
three Danish islands would give us this. 
It is not well that a nation so great as 
the United Status should have on her 
southern aud southeastern border such 
great gr<4ips of islands as arc comprised 
in die "West India collection and have 
all but one of them owned by European 
nations hostile to us in every sense of 
the word. 


St. Thomas and St. John can be 


bought from Denmark for the say so. 
For acquiring the third i.slnad, Santa 
CruE, the consent of France is neces- 
sary, owing to :ui international treaty 
between her and Denmark, but that 
could doubt less be easily obtained. Tho 
whole batch of islands can bu bought 
for a few million dollars, and thoir in- 
habitants waut to como to us.

Blectric Fencing. 


Loters of fencing will be interested 


in an invention vrhich has jnst been 
tried in London, and which is said to 
do away altogether with the difficulty 
constantly experienced by aa umpire in 
judging 
hits between two equally 


matched competitors. This end, it is de- 
clared, has been achieved by covering 
the front of each jiveket with fine copper 
or brass wire gauze, and connecting this 
with the adversary's foil and an electric 
bell (of the burglar alarm pattern) and 
battery in the same circuit. It follows 
that when a hit is made the circuit is 
closed, and the bell rings and continues 
to ring -until stopped by the persou in 
charge. A special arrangement in each 
foil handle provides that only a direct 
point produces a ring. Two entirely 
electrically distinct circuits are used, 
each including a bell, foil and jacket; 
flicks or blf"tfs or grazes produce 110 re 
suit The bells being of different tones, 
and, moreover, placed on opposite sides 
of the room, there is no difficulty in de- 
ciding who has scored a hit, or, iu cases 
of almost simultaneous hits, who deliv- 
ered the point first By a simple ar- 
rangement *he wires passing from the 
batteries to the combatants' collars are 
kept well out. of the way, however sud- 
den may be their movements of advance 
or retreat.
